Tbe Oraviug Dock- 



The iufluenoo of the projeolod grav- 
ing dock upon tbe commercial and 
esptfoially ihe isaritime prosperity of 
BriliBh Oolumbia cannot oaeiiy bo ovcr^ 
flatimatedt Id oonbidoriDg this sabjuot 
it muat not bo forgollOD that one of the 
oonditioDB of anioo ia that tbe Domioion 
QoTornment will exert its ioflacDce to 
bave tbe hoadqoarters of tbe Briiisb 
fleet in the f aeifio established hero. It 
villi scarcely be neoessacy for as to 
dwell opoo the great advantages to this 
colony in general and to Tiotoria in 
partioalar accraing from the preseuco of 
the fleet. Apart altogether from oon- 
BideratioDB of socority ia limes of dis- 
turbance, aud the prestigt it gives to the 
plaoo, Iho moro Babaianlial advautages 
to the trade of the port arc very great, 
xnuoh greater, wo are iuclined to think, 
than moat poraona aro aware of. It is 
to securo those advantages that Iho 
Dominion Govtrnmont haa engaged to 
exert its luflQenco wiib tbe imperial 
authorities ; but it ia iniportant to bear 
In mind that the graving dook must 
exert an iiiQueuco upon tho question of 
the presence of the floet scuroely lesa po- 
tent than the Canadian Qovornment. 
With war-shipa oi ail oluseos.bnt more os^ 
peciaily with those of the larger clasa.itiB 
a eoDBidoration of iho most vital impor- 
tance tbat they shoold be able to enter 
a graving docit for repairs ; and it can- 
not bo doubted that the prosonn.o of such 
a dock wonld have ihe greatest weight 
■with tho Lords of tho Admiralty in 
establishing the headquarters of tho 
fleet hero. Bat iho infloenoo and 
uaefoIneHS of tho graving docii would 
havo a much wider range tbnn tho fleet 
and tho maritirao iniero«t9 strictly pro- 
per to this Colony. The maritime and 
commercial Interests oi Paget Souud are 
upon the eve of marvelcQs devolopjjcut. 
The whole trade of that ooantry must 
pass onr door ; and, with proper man- 
agement it can bo made more or loss to 
pay tribute to ua. To tho graving dock 
our neighbors would bo customers 
equally with onr own people ; and to 
attract saob cuatore is to teoare roaoy and 
great olierior advantages. Canada bos 
•greed to guarantee the interoft upon a sum 
of money prosnmatly saOQcieol, or nearly 
RO, to ooDBlrnot tbe grieving dock ; but the 
sainie of her engagementu is not such ai 
to make it any part of tbe doty of Canada 
to tronble berself abont the eoDstrnotloD of 
tbe dock. Wbo ia to look after this matter f 
Undoubtedly those most directly intereetod— 
tho people of Britieb Columbi»j the people 
of Victoria. And it is a mutter which Bboold 
receive immediate attention. Tbe work 
will neoBBSarily occnfT eome time. The 
goarantee of tb^ Caeadian Government only 
takei effect npon tbe completioB of tbe work. 
Prom every point of view, therefore, it 
would appear to be of tbe greateet imporiance 
that the work of conaiructin'r tho graving 
dock shoald bo undertaken withoat delay. 
Wbal we particularly desire to imprees upon 
tba reader ia that it'rerauina for itio people 
most directly intereiited in tbe matter to itiovr. 
It will not do to fold oat arms and await 
the eooBttnotioD of tho graving dook as some- 
thing thai is to aoooropony Confederation — 
to come to ua withoat an effort. The tbiug 
is wailing lor us. We must not wait for it. 

Ihe (ieologtcal Sorveyi 



• Tbe gentlemen composing the Geolo- 
gioal Sarveyiog Party sent oat by the 
Oanadiao Government arrived in this 
city last evening by the eteamer North 
Pacific. They are foar ia namber, viz, 
Mr Alfred R C Selwyn, wbo is the head 
of the Geological Department of the Do- 
minion, Mr James Eiohardson, and 
Moesre Benjamin Baltzley and John 
HammonJ. Mr JSolwyn was for ton 
years connected with the Geological 
Survey of Grout Brit&in, woa for 
Boventeon years director of Ibo Geolo- 
gical Survey in Audtralia, and has ul- 
taincd great omineiioo in his profoeaion, 
Tho Canadian Govuriinu'ai wonld ap- 
pear to huvo been fortunate in its choice 
of a Bucceasor to Sir William Logan. 
Mr Kiohardsou ia also a genllomaii of 
Oonsiderublo oxpcricmo, having been 
Bomo twelve 3 ears conneclod with the 
Geological Dt;parin:ierit of (Janadu,undur 
Sir William Lo,(?an. Tho other two 
gontlemm — although allnolied to 
tbe party ■ — aro not geologist-', but 
photographers, sentoftt by M.r Nottmau 
of Montreal, who will mako ao oxleu- 
sive collection of views of i,ho most in- 
teresting objects presented by the coun- 
try. It is to ho prtBnmod that infor- 
mation derivable from local flour'ies laay, 
to some extent, Bbnpe Mr Selwyn'a 
plana of operation, bat wd -beliove it ia 
understood that the liaos of route about 
to ho explored by tho llalltvay snrvoy* 
orB will cousiltole tho first objects of 
geological observation ; and we under- 
filanu that tho CO..I loimfttioiia near tho 
eeabourd will also re eive attonliou later 
in tbe seasoo.
